19th February, 1841, the same having been surrendered. Said 
bonds were issued to the following persons: One of forty-eight 
dollars to H. B. Townley; one of one handred and forty-six dol- 
Jars, and another of one hundred and fifty dollars to George Ben- 
nett; andone for one hundred dollars, and afiother [for] one hun- 
dred and four dollars; and another for six hundred and eighty-

A MEMORIAL to Congress on the subject of the 
reserved Mineral Lands. 

To the Honoreble the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congiess assembled: 

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wisconsin respectfully sneweth: That hitherto by the action of 
the General Government and of the several departments and ofi- 
cers thereof avery great portion of the mineral Jands, situate in the 
State of Illinois and the Teintories of Wisconsin and Íowa have 
been reserved froth sale, and such reservation has been made not 
only of land upon which actual discoveries of ore were known, but 
also of those lands in which from certain geological indications, 
mineral was supposed to exist. That in consequence of such 
reservation cestain portions of the said State and Territories 
were® placed in a condiiion, sé far as rélated to their occupation 
and cultivation, widely d‘ffereft from other portions of the same 
and riot only greatly detrimental to the settlement and prosperity 
of the country, but at variance with the best interest of the citi- 
zens and contrary to those relations, which in our republican g6v- 
ernment should ever exist between the constituted autborities 
and the community over which such authorities extend, such coh» 
dition and the consequences inevitably resultiag from it may 
fully be viewed, by considering the state of prosperity in whieh a 
coontry may be placed when settled and occupied by the owners 
of the soil, and its relative postion when subjcct tö the feudal 
condition of the government acting as the landlord, and the eiti» 
seh oecupying and cultivating as a mere tenant. 
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Your memorialists therefore ask that all such lands as have 
been thus reserved, may, as soon as practicable be made the sub- 
ject of sale and entry, as other public lands in the said State and 
Territories are now subject to sale and entry, and that such laws - 
as may in the wisdom of your honorable bödies be enacted on 
this subject, shall in its provisions fully protect all and every, the ` 
tights of miners to their respective mineral lots; and the legal 
pre-emption rights already acquired and to be hereafter acquired 
according to law; and also to enact such provisions as may best 
secure a prompt and legal settlement of any and all conflicting 
claims to mining lots and lands upon which pre-emption rights 
may be considered to exist.

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wisconsin respectfully represents: That much inconvenience is 
experienced by the maratime interests on the northern lakes, by 
reason of the imperfect organization and arrangement of revenue 
service in this region. Under the present system, the whole 
country bordering the great Lakes of Huron, Michigan and Su- 
perior, are embraced in the collection district of Detroit, and the 
office there located remote from the greater part of said district; 
sub-offices, it is true, are located at different points on Lake Mich- 
igen, which may have been all that was requisite while our pop- 
ulation was small and our commerce in its infancy, but such an 
‘arrangement is at the present time quite insufficient to sustain the 
interest and meet the proper demands of our present commerce 
which is annually increasing in a ratio unprecedented in the his-

tory of this country. Wisconsin now contains a large population 
and a large and increasing trade, with a shipping interest in the 
hands of ber citizens quite proportionate to that trade, and itis 
deemed but justice to them, and to the people af large, that a 
collection district and a port of eutry. be established, so as to pro- 
mote in the highest degree this important branch of the goyern- 
ment service. 

Your memorialists therefore respectfully ask that an act may 
be passed at your present session of Congress to form the country 
on the western shore of Lake Michigan, Green Bay and the 
southern and western shore of Lake Superior with its tributary 
waters within this Territory, into a collection district, and that 
the city of Milwaukee be made a port of entry, and to authorize 
the appointment of a collector to reside there, and sub collectors 
or inspectors at Southport, Racine, Sheboygan and Green Bay, 
with such powers as are usual under the revenue ond maritime 
Jaws of the United States in such cases provided.

The memorial of the Counci! and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wisconsin, to the Senate and House of Rep- 
resemtatives of the United States ın Congress assembled, respect- 
fully sheweth: 


That a large tract of land situated in the most fertile portion 
of Wisconsin was granted in the year 1833, by Congress, tu this 
Territory, for the purpose of constructing the Milwaukee and 
Rock River Canal. That the idea of making sucha canal has 
jong been abandoned by al as inexpedient; that said tract is now 
occupied by many enterprising settlers who are suffering under 
all the calamities which attend the want or uncertainty of title to 
their houses and farms. . 

The want of title to this large tract of land, in the finest sec- 
tion of our Territory, greatly retards the settlement and improve- 
ment of the country, the establishment of schools, the construc- 
tion of roads, and all other works which add to, the advancement 
of society. ' 

. Your memorialists, with a desire to benefit that portion of giti- 
zops, as far as was within their power, passed an act, on the. 24th 
day of February last, authorizing a sale of said lands, at the min- 
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imum, price of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, provided 
the same should be approved by your honorable body. 

We beg leave, therefore, most urgently to call your attention to 
said act, and fo the condition of these settlers. Itis universally 
admitted in this Territory that those settlers should have the same 
Nights with other settlers upon the public lands; that they should 
be entitled to a pre-emption at one dollar and twenty-five cents 
per acre, and that the remaining lands not yet pre-empted should 
be offered for sale at the same minimum price, and as soon as pos- 
_ gible.

MEMORIAL to Congress for an appropriation to 
complete the improvement of the steamboat land- 
ing at Potosi, on the Mississippi River, in Wiscon- 
sin. 

To the honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled: 

The memorial of the Conncil and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wisconsin respectfully represents: 


That Congress by an act entitled “ anact granting a section of 
land for the improvement of Grant river at the town of Potosi, 
in Wisconsin Territory,’ approved June 15, 1844, appropriated 
to the said Territory section thirty-four, in township three, of 
range three west, for the purpose of improving the Grant River 
Slough, which is a bayou of the Mississippi River, upon the north 
bank of which is the steamboat landing of the town of Potosi, in 
said Territory; that in pursuance of the intentions of Congress 
as expressed in said act, the Territory of Wisconsin have caused 
seid section to be sold, and the neit proceeds arising from said 
sale, afier deducting therefrom all expenses, are two thousand 
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seven hundred and twenty-five dollars and forty-thee cents.— 
The commissioners appointed by the Legislative Assembly of 
Wisconsin, have caused a reconvisance and survey of the im: 
provements necessary to be made in order to carry out the inten- 
tions of Congress with reference to thesame, under the saper 
intendence of Captain Joshua Barney, of the United States ctrps 
of Topographical Engineers, from whose report and estimate it 
appears that the sum of twenty thousand and forty-one dollars 
and forty-five cents is necessary to perfect and consumate said 
improvement. The Legislative Assembly therefore respectfully 
ask your honorable bodies to make an additional appropriation of 
seventeen thousand three hundred and sixteen dollars and twò 
cents, to be paid to and expended by the agent to be appointed by 
the Legislative Assembly, to superintend said improvement; 
which sum, together with the aforesaid sum of two thousand 
seven hundred twenty-five dollars and forty-three cents, arising 
from the sale of said section of land, will complete said improve- 
ment, Your memorialists will not enlarge upon the importance 
of said improvement to the interests of the Territory, and the 
great and rapidly increasing commerce of the Upper Mississippi, 
but simply remark that the Potosi landing is the point from which 
nearly the whole of the vast quantity of lead is shipped from out 
Territory ,and that the products of the Upper Mississippi lead mines 
during the past year, exceeded sixty million pounds, and is con- 
tinually increasing, Your memorialists will further remark, that 
the appropriation already made, will be entirely useless for thé 
purpose of effecting said improvement without an additional oné 
sufficient to complete it. They therefore repeat their request 
that Congress will at its present session make the appropriation 
herein asked for; and will ever pray.

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MEMORIAL to Congress for the appropriation of 
Fort Howard to the Territory: of Wisconsin for 
education purposes. 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States in Congress assembled: 

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wisconsin respectfully represents, That Fort Howard with its mil- 
ilary reserve at Green Bay, in this Territory, has been vacated by 
the Government for all military purposes whatever, with little or 
no probability of its even being again similarly reoccupied, indeed 
the settlement and improvement of the surrounding country is 
such as to dispense with the same for any purpdses of utWity for 
al] time to come, 

Your memorialists further represent that said Fort with all its 
outbuildings isin a state of rapid dilapidation without the remo- 
test prospection, (prospective) increase or advancement in the val- 
ue of the same to the government while in its present condition, for 
all of which, if the same was exposed to public šale, the Goverii- 
ment could not realize the trifling sum of ten thousand dollars, Be- 
sides which it is seriously felt to retard the improvement and pros- 
perity of the village and country immediately surrounding the 
same, by creating a waste, which, if laudibly applied to the purpo- 
ses heteih solicited, would reflect scarcely less credit upon tlie 
wisdom ahd liberality of the Government and aid in the triuniph 
of moral and intellectual light over physical and military miglit 
than prove an ornament to the country in which itis located, 
whereby its interests and importance would be greatly enhanced. 
Few points in the whole west offer more attraction, influences or 
are recommended so forcibly by the relative locality, for the es- 
tablishment of such an institution as is here contemplated, than 
at this place. Its easy accessibility by the broad extent of coun- 
try bordering om the inland seas, its equibility of temperatare, sa- 
jubrious climate and proverbial healthfulness all combine in invi- 
ting its appropriation to this desirable object, whereupon your me- 
tnorialists respectfully ask that an act may be passed by four hon- 
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orable body, placing the exclusive control of said Fort and milita- 
ry reserve under the care and direction of the Legislature of this 
Terntory for the uses already designated,

Your memorialists would represent that this route is situated in 
the midst of a portion of Territory that has springing up in its 
course several villages, one in particular, viz: Clark’s Mills, and 
the country through which it passes is rapidly settling, the inhab- 
itante of which are laboring under great inconvenience arising 
from the want of a direct mail route. 

Your memorialists would therefore pray your honorable body 
to establish a post route on the line and touching the points afore- 
said, authorizing the mail to be carried on said route once a week 
until it shall be found necessary to increase the number of trips 
thereon. 

Your memorialists further represent that the interests of the 
country require the establishment of a mail route from Janesville 
in Rock county, by Exeter, in Green county, and Yellow Stone,

in Jowa county, toMineral Point, in Iowa county, they therefore 
respectfully pray that the last aforesaid mail route may be estab- 
lished by law. 

Your memorialists would further represent that the interests of 
the country require the establishment of a mail route from South- | 
port to Janesville in the county of Rock; also a mail route from 
Southport by the way of Pike, Sylvania and Rochestér, to Water- 
ford in Racine county, and we therefore pray that said routes be 
established. 

Your memorialists further represent that the interests of the 
country require the establishment of a mail route from Potosi ta 
Platteville, in Grant county, and that a mail be carried on said 
route three times per week. 

And your memorialists further represent that the public con- 
venience demands the establishment of a mail route from Mon- 
roe, in the county of Green, by the: way of Greenville to the 
Blue Mounds in the county of Dane; also, the establishment of 
a mail route from Milton Post Office to Cottage Grove by the way 
of Goodrich’s Ferry, on the territorial road, to Madison. 

And your memorialists would further represent that the publie 
interest requires that a mail route be cstablished from Madison 
via.

And also a mail route from Madison by the nearest and most 
direct route to Prairie du Chien. 

And from Prairie du Chien by the nearest and most direct route 
to Cassville, in Grant county.

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A MEMORIAL to Congress relative to the even 
sections on the Canal Reserve. 


To the honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled: 


The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wisconsin, respectfully represents: 

That by act of Congress approved on the 18th day of June, 
1838, a quantity of land was appropriated to ¿the Territory of 
Wisconsin, for the purpose of aiding in building a canal to con- 
nect the waters of Lake Michigan with those of Rock River; 
that by said act all the sections within five miles on each side of 
the route of said canal, numbered with odd numbers, were ap- 
propriated for this purpose, and the Territory prohibited from sell- 
jng the same at a less price than two dollars and fifty cents per 
acre, and at the same time the even numbered sections were 
raised in price to the same amount; that owing to unforeseen dif- 
ficulties but slight progress has been made in the construction of 
the canal, and the work has been abandoned. The increase in 
the price of the lands has greatly retarded the settlement of that 
portion of country and deprived the settlers in a great degree of 
the facilities and advantages which society alone can give. And 
jn consideration of the abandonment of the canal, it ıs highly im- 
portant to the interest of the canal settlers and the Territory at 
large, that the even numbered sections belonging ta the General 
Government should be reduced to the minimum price of one dol- 
lar and twenty-five cents per acre, and brought into market im- 
mediately; thus securing each settler a title to his farm on an 
equality with others who have purchased land of the General Gov- 
ernment off the canal grant. 

Your memorialists ask your honorable bodies to passa law at 
the present session of Congress, reducing the even numbered 
sections of the canal grant to one dollar and twenty-five cents 
per acre, and also grant the right of pre-emption to all settlers 
thereon.

MEMORIAL to Congress on the subject of a Pen- 
itentiary. 

To the Senate and Elouse of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress assembled: 

The Council and House of Representatives of the Territory 
of Wisconsin, by their memorial to your honorable body, would 
respectfully represent: 

That great inconvenience is experienced in the administration 
of the criminal laws for the want of a suitable place for the con- 
finement of offenders. Thus far in the progress of the civil gov- 
ernment of this Territory, the places set apart for that purpose, 
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have consisted of temporary buildings, constructed of the most 
ordinary materials, and which have proved upon trial, entirely in- 
adequate to effect the intended object; that the common jail sys- 
tem in itself is insufficient to answer the ends of justice, and the 
humane objects which should be kept constantly in view in the 
punishment of criminals, must be obvious from the fact that ex- 
ercise and moral training is entirely neglected. This system is 
unjust and oppressive in its operations upon those counties which 
are so unfortunate as to have criminal convictions occur within 
their limits. The benefit derived from the punishments in these 
cases are shared equally by the whole community and the expens- 
es should be as equally boinc. Experience has shown the supe- 
riority of the penitentiary system over all others, both for the pro- 
tection of the public and the benefit of the criminal, 

Your memorialists would therefore earnestly solicit the atten- 
tion of Congress to the subject, and asx that an appropriation of 
twenty-five thousand dollars may be made at the present session 

for the purpose of erecting a penitentiary in this Territory. 
Your honorable body must be sensible of the importance of the 
institution and of the present inability of the people of this Ter- 
ritory to bear the expense, and it is respectfully submitted wheth- 
er the welfare of this community does rot appeal forcibly in be- 
half of the appropriation solicited at the hands of the General
